TLe 
hogs shed their coats as many other 
auimals do. and there are men who 
gather the bristles of wild hogs, know- 
ing their haunl* and where the bristle* 
are to be found. Other bristles are col- 
lected in the usual manner when this 
hogs arc killnl. The bristles arc »ul>- 
jected lo various processes of curing 
and preparation Ipefore they lieeome 
commercial bristles and ready for the 
market. 


Importetl bristles range from 3'i to

VERMONT LANDSLIDES. 


Coramntloti \\hrn Tart ot Ibe SMn 
vt n JlooBlaln Slip* Off. 


There wa* a tremendous landslide in 


Waitsfield. Vt, during a recent ragin:; 
storm, and the scene after the storm 
was a sight to behold. Talk of w estern 
cyclones! Here is a sample of the east- 
ern work* of nature in action which ii 
simply marvelous. 
"1 wa* itanding near the brook in Ihe 


potato field when I saw it." said Hollia 
Mahuron. "The brook made so much 
noise 1 didn't notrce anything unusual 
until I looked up and saw trees, root* 
and all, shooting into the air, and tim- 
ber and rocks and earth tumbling cv er 
and over, 2O or 30 feet high and extend- 
ing out over the valley 2\> rods or morr.
